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The  scarcity  of  good  FM  equipment  at  reasonable  cost  has  long  been  a  source  of 
frustration  both  to  the  operators  of  FM  stations  and  to  many  a  prospective  listener. 
In  the  past,  KPFA  has  arranged  with  several  manufacturers  to  supply  FM  tuners  to 
subscribers  at  factory  cost.  For  the  past  several  months  no  such  arrangement  has  been 
in  effect;  but  we  are  now  able  to  announce  a  new  unit  which  will  be  available  exclusively 
to  KPFA  subscribers.  Titled,  with  a  certain  appropriateness,  "The  Subscriber",  this  is 
a  complete  table-model  FM  radio.  It  would  cost  approximately  $60  in  a  retail  store. 
The  cost  to  subscribers  is  $34.95,  plus  tax  and  shipping  charges.  The  unit  carries  the 
customary  90-day  guarantee  by  the  manufacturer  against  defective  parts  and  construction. 

This  FM  radio,  which  is  manufactured  and  sold  by  Pedersen  Electronics  of  Lafa- 
yette, California,  can  also  be  used  as  an  FM  tuner  when  attached  to  another  radio, 
phonograph  or  audio  system.  A  shielded  connection  cable  is  supplied  and  a  simple 
slide-switch  disconnects  the  set's  speaker  if  one  wishes  to  use  the  unit  solely  as  an  FM 
tuner. 

"The  Subscriber"  has  a  six  inch  Jensen  speaker,  seven  tubes,  ratio  detector,  tuned 
RF  stage  and  thermal  drift  compensation.  It  has  a  transformer-power  supply  and  is 
designed  for  105/125-volt,  50/60  cycle  AC  operation.  The  radio  is  housed  in  an  accousti- 
cally  treated  metal  cabinet  measuring  approximately  13"  wide  x  7"  deep  x  7"  high. 
The  base  of  the  cabinet  is  equipped  with  non-scratch  pads  and  the  design  and  color 
scheme  are  planned  so  as  to  blend  with  almost  any  furniture  combination.  The  radio 
comes  complete  and  ready  for  operation.  All  you  have  to  do  is  to  plug  it  into  an 
ordinary  electrical  outlet.  A  dipole  antenna  of  twin-lead  wire,  cut  to  KPFA's  frequency, 
and  a  circuit  diagram  are  included  with  each  unit. 

KPFA  is  neither  the  seller  nor  the  distributor  of  these  FM  sets.  The  arrangement 
has  been  made  solely  as  a  convenience  to  KPFA  subscribers,  to  make  available  to  them 
alone  the  best  possible  FM  equipment  for  the  lowest  possible  price.  It  is  expected  that 
th  first  sets  will  be  available  early  in  October  and  delivery  will  be  in  the  sequence  of 
receipt  of  orders  at  KPFA.  The  unit  is  available  only  to  new  and  current  subscribers 
to  KPFA  and  anyone  wishing  to  purchase  one  of  these  sets  should  write  to  KPFA  for  a 
bulletin  describing  full  details  of  the  offer.
